200,000 BUSHELS 
OF GRAIN FROM 
BASSANO COLONY 


Estimated that 5,000 Acres Are 
Now Under Cultivation and 
Will Yield Big Total 


It is estimated that the crops at 
the Bassano Irrigation Colony this 
year will aggregate a yield of 200,- 
000 bushels of all kinds of grain. 

This is the estimate made taking 
into account the number of farms 
under cultivation, the number of 
acres under crop on each farm, and 
the average yield per acre, 

There are 48 farms now occupied 
in the Colony which are actually 
being Cropped this year, each of 
one hundred acres a-piece. This 
will mean practically 5,000 acres. 

It is estimated that wheat, which 
is heavy in head and not so much 
given to straw as in many other 
places, will average up to thirty 
bushels to the acre. This is con- 
sidered a very fair estimate as there 
are many fields that will much ex- 
ceed this average. Oats will average 
up to fifty bushels per acre and 
this is also considered a fair esti- 
mate,

WHERE CROPS ARE ASSURED 

This year it is estimated that the ‘Bassano 
Irrigation Colony will produce about 200,000 
bushels of grains of all kinds, which means that in 
the past two years the production of the west has 
been increased to the same extent by the efforts ‘of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway in placing. Ameri- 
can irngation farmers on the land. 


Comparisons are odious, butthe fact remains 
there are splendid crops of wheat, oats, barley and 
speltz in the Colony, and this year proves--itre- 
spective of natural moisture conditions--that the 
Colony will always be capable of producing, with 
the settlers it now has, an annual crop of the same 
amount at least. And with the increase of acre- 
age which is bound to come, and the increased 
number of settlers which are coming in, the pro- 
duction, it can be assumed, will be much greater. 


Under the weather conditions this year  irri- 
gation was not practised to any great extent, but 
it is a fact that where it was resorted to in the sea- 
son crops were earlier and finer than where natural 
moisture was relied upon.

Any woman who 
wants a club hard enough can form 
Nineteen years ago a few coun- 
try women living near Marshailtowa, 
lowa, felt the need of a little sociapil- 
ity and met very informally at one an- 
others homes. Gradually the idea of 
a club w.th studies grew, unti] now 
these women have a thoroughly suc- 
cessful, practical and useful club. 

One of the best 1nd most satisfac- 
tory ways to go about forming a ciub 
ig to co-operate with the woman's club 
in town. There should be greater co- 
operation between town and country 
women, and there is no better place to 
Start than in the organization of your 
club. The town women, with their 
greater facilities for study and lib- 
rary work and with their past exper- 
fence, Can be a great source of help 
to you, ; 

One valuable source of information 
for country women is the state agri- 
cultural college. A card dropped to 
the agricultural college of the state 
in which you live will bring, free of 
charge, any pamptlets, leaflets, pro- 
gramme outlines and so on, tnat it 
may have. Frequently an extension 
worker can be obtained to organize 
or address a club rt the staie'’s ex- 
pense.

Iceless Refrigerators 

It is not necessary to purchase the 
commercial type of this very con- 

enient articae’ but housekeepers * 
rural commu.ities who do not have 
a supply of ice shvuld copy the very 
effective device used by a, number of 
women in the western part of the 
state. 

Construct the frame work of a chp- 
board from four 2x2 posts, and lire 
the inside of the cupboard with wire 
netting to make it proof against mice 
and files.
